THE WEEK’S RACING 


NEW YORK 
Needles’ Belmont 


New York. “Just too close. that’s all.” 
said trainer Hugh Fontaine of Needles’ 
2-week vacation between the Derby and 
the Preakness. “He needed more time. 
and when we ran him in the Preakness 
he just didn’t have his usual zip. But he 
won't have an excuse in the world in the 
Belmont. had his rest and there’s 
plenty of room, both in the length of the 
race and in those big turns. No. sir, he 
wont have an excuse in the world.” 

Fontaine was right. A few days later 
Needles circled the Belmont field) and 
wrapped up 3-yvear-old honors for the sea- 
son. 

“We're both going to get turned out for 
a while.” Fontaine said after the race. “I 
know I'm going fishing. I hope he gets 
it in his mind to rest. because he’s the one 
that’s earned it.” 

One thing seems sure. and that is. if 
Needles wants to take a rest he will. Fon- 
taine couldn’t stop him if he wanted to. 

Fontaine has insisted all along that 
Needles was not hard to train. if you 
didn’t try foreing him. The colt had a 
mind of his own, and he used it. During 
the d-week span between the Preakness 
and the Belmont. Needles had ample time 
to ready himself, and responded by work- 
ing willingly, something he had not done 
before the Derby or the Preakness. 


The Workouts 


Needles needed one long work. and he 
gave it to trainer Fontaine on the Sunday 
before the race. Some wags had said 
that the reason Fontaine was working 
Needles on Sunday was that he didn’t 
have to worry about getting him off the 
track in time for the first race. But 
Needles showed no objection, doing the 
full 115 miles in 2:33 and getting off 
the track in no time. 

The next day 3 other candidates re- 
plied with good works of their own. Syl 
Veitch sent the Peter Pan Handicap winner 
Jazz Age once around the track in a second 
less than Needles, but with a more even 
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pace. Fortune F. Ryan’s Charlevoix, a 
clever winner at the meeting, tried dis- 
tance for the first time and was clocked 
in 2:19 for 18, miles. only a few ticks 
slower than the best 3-year-old fillies in 
the land had done the Coaching Club 
American Oaks a few days earlier. The 
last worker of the day was Laudy Law- 
rence’s Devil Diver colt Beau Diable. 
which worked 114 miles in 2:06. knocking 
off the last quarter in :24. 

On Tuesday Veitch sent out the other 
half of the C. V. Whitney entry. the dark 
brown Career Boy. The Phalanx colt 
shaded a minute for five-eighths. and 
went on to do 144 miles in 2:05. He 
was tired at the end of the work. but you 
knew he was going to be fit on the big 
afternoon 4 days later. 

Wednesday saw Christiana Stable’s Ricci 
Tavi turn in one of the best works of the 
season over the track. going 9 furlongs 
in 1:5115 without ever being allowed to 
have his head. The colt. which had taken 
Fabius easily in the Leonard Richard 
Stakes. obviously had it in mind to out- 
speed the late-running Needles and Career 
Boy. 

On Thursday there were 2 final work- 
outs, one standard and the other rather 
odd. Jimmy Jones. following the Calumet 
pattern of a short. strict work before 2 
distance race, let Fabius go three-quarters 
in 1:12!5. Frosty Mr. went half that 
distance in :3625 for his only prep be- 
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tween the Leonard Richards and the Bel- 
mont. 


Who’s Boss Here? 


Whatever obstinacy Needles had hidden 
in the week before the race came out in 
the last hour before post time. There was 
a long 53-minute wait between races prior 
to the Belmont. caused by television com- 
mitments. and the long wait in the sad- 
dling area could not have improved any- 
one’s disposition on that hot, steamy day. 
Needles did not show any outward concern 
until he had come on the track. He was 
accompanied by an introduction over the 
public address system, and a band played 
“Sidewalks of New York.” This conces- 
sion was a_ reversal for management, 
which before had run the Belmont simply 
as the sixth race of an 8-race card. 

Needles then took charge. He cantered 
up the track with Dave Erb and at the 
five-sixteenths pole refused to bring his 
jockey back to the gate. One outrider 
tried to help. then was assisted by another. 
Needles did not act up. He just stayed 
where he was. A man came through the 
hedges and threw some of the track’s 
surface at the colt. which apparently con- 
vinced Needles he wasn’t wanted right 
there. and he returned to the gate — tak- 
ing his own sweet time. 

Within walking distance of the barrier. 
set on the finish line. the assistant starters 
took over, and the tallest and strongest of 
them. Jake Schluter. was assigned to Nee- 
dles. Jake didn’t have to use much 
strength to make Needles go the final few 
yards. but the colt raised his head a few 
times just to tell Jake who was the boss. 


Saved for a Finish 


The 8 colts came out of the gate in a 
line. Charlevoix headed for the rail and 
the lead. with Ricci Tavi alongside and 
Paul Bailey hump-backed keeping Fabius 
in third place. The others paid no atten- 
tion to the front 3, settling into a slow 
contest for fourth position some half-dozen 
lengths back of Fabius. 

The 3 leaders whipped around the first 
big bend and into the backstretch, hitting 
the mile-pole at the start of that long 
lane in :4725. Here Needles was about 
16 lengths off the leaders. In the next 
quarter-mile he managed to fall another 8 
lengths back. so that he was almost 25 
lengths off the pace as the last bend 
neared. 

Passing the half-mile pole Bailey went 
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Four horses got the jump in the Belmont Stakes. As usual, Needles started slowly. 


outside Charlevoix and Ricci Tavi and al- 
lowed Fabius to open up an 8-length lead. 
But the Calumet colt was not pulling away 
from Career Boy and Needles. For the 
last half-mile of the race these 2 cut into 
Fabius’ lead with each stride. Career 
Boy had been only 4 or 5 lengths ahead 
of Needles when they started their drives. 

Needles went inside of Frosty Mr. be- 
fore taking out and circling the rest of his 
field on the bend. Career Boy stayed 
closer to the inside. first going around 
his stablemate Jazz Age. then picking up 
horse by horse as close as he could skim 
them. At the head of the stretch Fabius 
went wide and Guerin headed for the rail 
with Career Boy. Erb did not change his 
wide swing. and wound up in the straight- 
away just outside of Fabius. 

For a few strides the 3 were together, 
and then Needles surged on. Fabius drift- 
ed out as he tired. Career Boy. fighting 
it out on the inside, also overtook Fabius. 
but not in the quick manner Needles had 
done it. At the eighth-pole it was Needles’ 
race. but at the = sixteenth-pole. maybe 
thinking his chore was over. he shortened 
stride perceptibly. 

Erb felt it. and went to the whip. The 
response was immediate. but Career Boy 
had held his speed and still was in con- 
tention on the inside. Career Boy closed 
ground in the last sixteenth. but it was not 
because Needles was tiring. Right at the 
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end. with only a neck separating them. 


Needles was getting under full steam 
again. 


Fabius got under the wire a length and 
a half farther back. and Beau Diable 
showed nice finishing power to be fourth, 
a head back on the inside. Then came 
Ricci Tavi. Frosty Mr.. Jazz Age. and 
Charlevoix. 


The time of the 88th Belmont was 
2:2945. (A further appraisal of the time 


is in Stakes and Horses.) 

Needles was a strong choice with the 
crowd of 32.441, being sent out at even- 
money by the track pricemaker but going 
down to 3-5 in the first flash of the odds 
and remaining there until post time. when 
he closed at 13-20. The crowd made 
Career Boy and Jazz Age 7 to 2. and let 
Fabius go up to 5-1. 


Whitney Horses Injured 


On Monday. June 18. trainer Veitch dis- 
closed that his 2 Belmont colts. Career 
Boy and Jazz Age. had injured themselves 
during the race and would be out of 
action for some time. Career Boy re- 
injured his right hind foot. the same foot 
which had bothered him before the Ken- 
tucky Derby. and Veitch guessed that the 
colt would be sidelined until the Saratoga 
meeting. 

Jazz Age bowed a tendon, and it may 


be that he will be retired for good. Veitch 
said. Par O'Brien 


Examiner Selected 


Lionel K. Levy. New York architect who 
recently helped design the new Columbus 
Circle Coliseum in New York. has been 
selected by the New York State Racing 
Commission to examine the Greater New 
York Association’s plans for improvements 
at Belmont Park and Aqueduct. 

Commission chairman Ashley T. Cole 
explained that the New York racing law, 
as amended by the legislature last winter, 
provides that plans for remodeling must 
be approved by the commission and that 
the commission may order such engineer 
ing examinations as it deems necessary. 


New Tote Management 


Stanley M. Rumbough Jr., of Bethesda, 
Md.. has been elected president of the 
American Totalisator Company. of which 
he has been a director for 2 years.

LOUISIANA 


At Stake: 21/2 Per Cent 


The Louisiana House of Representatives 
this week was to consider an amendment 
which would add 21% per cent to the pari- 
mutuel take-out. Gov. Earl Long said he 
thought he had enough votes to pass it. 

The first proposal was to increase the 
take-out by 4 per cent, but last week. in 
response to protests from the Fair Grounds 
and several other Thoroughbred organiza- 
tions. the governor said he would compro- 
mise with 3 per cent and would forget his 
request for a 20 per cent tax on ad- 


missions (The Blood-Horse of June 16, 
page 1273). 
The Fair Grounds management, con- 


tinuing its protest, argued that a 2-per- 
cent increase was all that the track could 
stand. Governor Long split the difference, 
and when the measure came up for a vote 
on Tuesday. June 19, the bill called for a 
214-per-cent increase. The House rejected 
it by 4 votes. 

Those close to the scene at Baton Rouge 
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said Governor Long would stand pat for 
21, per cent and that he would force a 
second vote on Wednesday. Among those 
who were to speak in behalf of the 
measure was New Orleans 
Mayor de Lesseps S. Morrison. 


compromise 


Newsmen covering the legislative action 
told The Blood-Horse this week that the 
Fair Grounds. although opposed to any 
increase in the 13. per cent take-out. had 
been willing to settle for a 2-per-cent in- 
crease in the hopes that at the 1958 session 
of the legislature management would be 
able to show lawmakers statistics proving 
how the increased take-out had hurt the 
race track.

Overlapping Dates 


The California Horse Racing Board has 
assigned 1957 racing dates for the state's 
2 major Thoroughbred tracks and 9 fair 
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At the finish there was a gap of 17 lengths behind first-place 


tracks. The only major departure from 
the 1956 schedule is a greater overlap 
between the Santa Anita Park meeting 
and the first spring meeting in northern 
California. to be held at Bay Meadows. 

This year Tanforan. the first track to 
open in northern California. raced 6 days 
a week. which produced a 2-day overlap 
with both Santa Anita Park and Hollywood 
Park. Next year Bay Meadows will race 
only 5 days a week in the spring. and 
will overlap Santa Anita Park by 14 days 
and Hollywood Park by 3 days.

While the 
leaders tip-toed the first) quarter in 24) seconds. 
Needles ran it in a leisurely :27 or :274s, and 
was about 15% lengths off the pace. He picked up 
speed in the next quarter, which he covered in 
about :2445. but lost) another 7 lengths. His 
highest rate of speed was in the next half-mile: 
he did it in about :48, but still was about 1642 
lengths behind with a half-mile to go. 

The leaders came back, as Dave Erb had ex- 
pected. the last half-mile. Offie’al time for 
the last 4 furlongs was :534s5. but Needles covered 
the distance in approximately  :4945, and prob- 
ably would have done a bit better if he had not 
attempted to pull himself up near the sixteenth- 
pole. 

The final time of 2:2945 compared favorably 
with the faster Belmont Stakes renewals of recent 
years. It was well short of the 2:28%5 posted by 
Count Fleet in his easy vietory in 1943 and equaled 
by Citation in 1948, but Needles got each of the last 
2 half-miles in faster time than either of those 
2 champions. Few horses ever turned in a better 
half at the end of a 1%-mile race. Stymie did 
so in the 1946 Manhattan Handicap, under 126 
pounds, covering the last 2 quarters in 24935 for a 
final time of 2:29%. But not even Stymie was 
going as fast in the last quarter as was Needles, 
whose estimated time was :25%5. Only the 
exceptional Count Fleet, timed in :24%5 despite 
his long lead, had turned in a better final quarter. 

The Belmont was Needles’ fourth stakes victory 
of the year. He previously had won the Flamingo 
Stakes and the Florida and Kentucky Derbys. In 
the Preakness, he was beaten by Fabius.

Jeremiah Courtney, author of the following piece cn the Maryland racing tax, ts 
a lEeashington, D. C., attorney whose speciality is industrial communications and whose 
pleasure is Thoroughbred racing. By reason of his specialization, he probably represents 


more large businesses (American Taxicab 


{ssociation, American Automobile Associa- 


tion, National Association of Manufacturers, etc.) on a continuing basis than any single 


practitioner in the country, 


His interest in racing is to preserve the sport for the 


spectator, “because I find it a method of complete relaxation from the pressures of the 


office.” 


His interest as a spectator has made him the most persistent and articulate 


opponent of unrealistic taxation of the bettor. 


When early this year the Maryland 
legislators increased the racing tax from 
10 to 12 per cent. they were so happy 
with Gov. Theodore R. MecKeldin’s pro- 
posal to add 8 racing days that they went 
him one—or to be precise—12 better. They 
gave the Maryland fans 20 more days of 
the 12 per cent. Wendell Wilkie’s one- 
world concept thereafter did not prevent 
the Maryland Racing Commission from 
extending the Pimlico spring meeting 
from May 26 to June 2. quite ignoring 
the overlap during those days with the 
Delaware Park meeting 50 miles away. 
The result was a dismal week for both 
tracks. 

The first Tuesday (May 29) of the over- 
lapped meetings. which found Delaware 
Park in the unenviable nutcracker posi- 
tion between Garden State and Pimlico, 
resulted in a larger attendance at the 
Rosecroft trotting races in Washington, 
D. C.. than at either Pimlico or Delaware 
Park. One may very well ask what this 
analysis proposes to answer: What hath 
MecKeldin wrought? 


Origin of Increased Tax 


Although law and justice may have little 
to do with increased racing taxes. it is 
accepted legal practice in discussing any 
tax to first explore its legislative history. 
As a frequent taxpayer at Maryland tracks. 
I exercised my constitutional right to in- 
quire of Governor McKeldin. as soon as he 
announced his program for an increase 
in the racing tax. How come? 
McKeldin’s response, 
pertinent, follows: 


Governor 
insofar as here 


“T agree with you that the thought expressed in 
your first paragraphs that the ‘O'Dwyer Bite’ was 
quite unpopular with New York race goers. The 
‘bite’ put on in 1946 increased the pari-mutuel take 
from 10% to 15°. New York did show a decline 
in betting until 1953, but according to statistics. 
they have now leveled off and are on a par with 
the adjoining State of New Jersey, which has had 
a take of 13% sinee 1954. 

“An increase in this tax was proposed by a 
Committee of the Legislative Council during last 


summer's deliberations, after the Committee had 
carefully considered the proposal and discussed 
it with interested persons. I have discussed the 


question also with the Chairman of the Maryland 
Racing Commission, Mr. D. Eldred Rinehart. 

“It is my opinion that some slight increase in 
the pari-mutuel take is justified in view of the 
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increased cost of operation, and particularly be- 
cause Maryland and Delaware are the only two 
states in the Eastern section of the country that 
are now operating on a 10% take, Delaware Park 
is a non-profit organization. The slight increase 
proposed for Maryland will not only give the State 
additional revenue, but will also provide the 
Associations with additional income which will 
enable them to increase the purse distributions. 

“To be frank, I do not beLeve a majority of 
the patrons will oppose this increase in the take. 
especially as it is coupled with the proposal to 
increase the number of which 
is permitted.” 


days on racing 

The governor's letter gave me some 
pause in my legislative inquiry. It is not 
often one encounters a governor with so 
stalwart a conviction in his tax program 
as not to be fazed by a 7-year blight in a 
sister state. most governors’ terms being 
of shorter duration. The reference to the 
20 per cent increase in the 10 per cent tax 
as a “slight” increase similarly deterred 
further research, pending recovery. as did 
the curious reasoning that the racing fans 
would not object to an increased tax bite 
since they would have more of it. 


No Dividends 


In due course. however. a copy was ob- 
tained of the proposed bills reported to 
the General Assembly of 1956 by the 
Legislative Council of Maryland, to whieh 


the governor's letter referred. The minutes 
of the Legislative Council show that a 
hearing was held on the racing bill by the 
Budget and Finance Committee at 7:30 
p. m. on Tuesday. July 5. 1955. at Balti- 
more City Hall. As the minutes of this 
important meeting are quite brief. they 


are reproduced in full. below: 
hearing was held on Item No. 56. the re- 
quest by the Maryland Racing Commission for a 
reconsideration of the legislation contained in 
S. B. 346. which failed at the 1955 sess'on of the 
General A--embly. 
No opponents of this measure appeared at the 


hearing and the Chairman called upon Mr. El-

Fair. Mr. Granville Hibbert. of the State Fair 


Board. answered quest’ons relative te the monies 
distributed by the Board to the various agricul- 
tural fairs and their relation to racing. 

The increasingly competitive position of Mary- 
land discussed by all the 
and it was developed during the

Several speak- 
ers reported on the actual net profits accruing 
to the tracks during the last several years and 
pointed out that no track. excepting Bel Air. had 
declared dividends within recent years.

vited to inspect Haskins and Sells auditors’ 
of the various tracks on file with the 
Racing Commission to verify these statements.

The report of the Budget and Finance 
Committee was thereafter approved for 
incorporation into a bill for submission 
to the 1956 General Assembly. 


But Plenty of Improvements 


As the minutes of the meeting suggest, 
the public was not represented except in 
the person of Mr. Rinehart. who largely 
confined himself to introducing the pro- 
ponents of the bill. There was no one 
to suggest that the “increasingly competi- 
tive position of Maryland racing” might 
require extreme caution in increasing the 
tax: that. although the mile tracks may 
not be paying out dividends, they had all. 
without exception. made major improve- 
ments in their plants in the recent years 
referred to: and that the stock of the mil- 
ers was not on the market for sale. 

For example. Bowie's program during 
the spring meeting carried this legend: 
“Since 1951 Bowie has spent more than 
$2.500.000 on improvements and_ repairs. 
and nothing has been paid in dividends 
to stockholders.” 

The significance of these improvements

the old law the 10 per cent take was di- 
vided 4 per cent to the State and 6 per 
cent to the track. From the track’s 6 per 
cent. however. one-half of one percent 
was turned over to the Maryland Racing 
Commission for track improvements. made 
at the mile tracks only after the commis- 
sion had given its approval to the plans 
and specifications involved. While the 
Maryland mile tracks may not have paid 
any dividends in recent years. it is clear 
that vast improvements have been made 
in the tracks out of the portion of the 
track take reserved by law for that pur- 
pose, 

This is what some corporations refer 
to as plowing back profits into the busi- 
ness, which some stockholders. income 
tax laws being what they are. appreciate 
more than dividends. 


Banner Year For Maryland 


The minutes of the Legislative Council 
thus afford little definitive clue to the 
need for the 20 per cent increased tax, 
insofar as the tracks are concerned. (We 
will assume for the moment that the state 
always needs more tax money.) Nor does 
the 36th annual report of the Maryland 
Racing Commission, covering 1955 racing 
activities. indicate any need for an in- 
creased tax to save the tracks. The 1955 
report showed a 1.58 per cent increase 
in the handle of the mile tracks during 
the year. the gross going from $101.985.- 
401.00 in 1954 to $103.599.205.00 in 1955. 
or a net increase of $1.613.804.00 for the 
year. Chairman D. Eldred Rinehart was 
accordingly able to describe to Governor 
Mckeldin his 1955 stewardship: 

“The year of 1955 surpassed any previous 
year in the history of racing in Maryland 
in Mutuel Handle. Revenue to State and 
highly satisfactory return to the Asso- 
ciations.” 

Governor McKeldin who. as we have 
seen. had discussed the need for an in- 
creased tax with chairman Rinehart. was 
apparently satisfied that the tracks need- 
ed more income. notwithstanding the fact 
that 1955 was the best racing year Mary- 
land ever had had. The governor's budget 
message of February 1, 1956. to the Gen- 
eral Assembly noted first the strong and 
rising economy which had “surged to 
levels higher than any attained in the 
past” and was “reflected in the increased 
yields from those sources of state revenue 
which are geared to business trends.” 
As a result. he was able to tell the legis- 
lature that the general-fund surplus at 
the beginning of 1956 had exceeded the 
estimate by $4.431.358.96. After providing 
for all necessary expenditures. his gen- 
eral-fund budget summary showed that 
the amount necessary to balance the 1956 
and 1957 fiscal budget was $1.629.487.90. 
The governor said: 


“You will note that with the increased surplus 
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Gov. THEODORE MCKELDIN 


and revenues previously discussed it is necessary to 
provide relatively small amount of additional 
funds to balance the budget. In selecting a resource 
to provide the amount needed. I have had recourse 
to the report of the Sub-Committee on Revenue 
Appraisal of the Legislative Council’s Special Com- 
mittee on Taxation and Fiscal Matters. 

“Because of the amount needed and the nega- 
tive effect it will have on the overall balance of 
our revenue structure. I am recommending an in- 
crease in racing taxes as follows. 

“My proposal is to increase the number of racing 
days—at the mile tracks from 100 to 108, at the 
half mile tracks from 50 to 60. and at the trotting 
tracks from 80 to 96. and also to increase the 
amount of the mutuel take in certain instances. 

“The mutuel take at the mile tracks would be 
increased from 10% to 12%. and the additional 
amount divided equally between the State and the 
tracks. While providing additional money for the 
State this method should also furnish added support 
for our major source of racing revenues—the mile 
tracks—by enabling them to compete more 
advantageously with neighboring states through in- 
creased race purses. and otherwise.” 


Governor McKeldin estimated the 
amount to be derived from his proposed 
racing-tax legislation. to become effective 
July 1. 1956. as $2.017.250.00. or sufficient 
to balance the budget and leave an estimat- 
ed reserve of $387.762.10 for 1958 fiscal 
year requirements. Insofar as the State of 
Maryland was concerned. therefore. the 
increased racing tax was clearly and solely 
founded on the necessity of balancing the 
state's budget. The state needed more 
money and racing was it. 


Tax Racing, Anyway 


By the time the legislature convened 
late in February to consider the governor's 
proposed racing legislation. however. some 
unexpected estate taxes from the estate of 
airplane manufacturer Glen L. Martin and 
other favorable developments had made 
the racing tax unnecessary to balance the 
budget. Thus the Associated Press report 


from the state capitol on February 27, 
1956. carried this cheerful item on the 
racing bill: 

“Originally proposed by Gov. McKeldin 
to raise about $2 million as a budget- 
balancer. the measure would increase the 
number of racing days at Maryland track- 
and increase the State’s share of wagers 
at the tracks. 

“Although the bill became unnecessary 
to balance the budget because revenue 
estimators adjusted previous figures up- 
ward by about $4 million dollars. law- 
makers have shown an inclination to pass 
it. anyway. to pay for some of the capital 
improvements program.” 

The legislators passed the racing legisla- 
tion the next day, February 28. Not only 
did they hike the “take” by 2 per cent, 
one-half to the track and one-half to the 
state. but they speedily added 20 days to 
th 100-day meetings of the mile tracks. 
thereby breaking the back of Delaware 
Park during the first week of its meeting. 
(On its opening day. the Delaware Park 
handle was a dismal $793.459. But the 
happiness of the legislators was not to be 
contained with even this cross-the-board 
sweep. summarily accomplished the 
closing days of the session. They then 
proceeded to tack on an extra section to 
the governor's proposed legislation. as 
follows: 

“And be it further enacted. that this act 
is hereby declared to be an emergency 
measure and necessary for the immediate 
preservation of the public health and 
safety and having been passed by a yea 
and nay vote. supported by three-fifths of 
all of the members elected to each of the 
two houses of the General Assembly. the 
same shall take effect from the date of 
its passage.” 

All these few lines did was to permit the 
hike in the take to become effective 
immediately, instead of on July 1 as 
originally proposed by Governor McKeldin 
—or just in time to catch the Maryland 
fan right before Bowie opened on March 
8. At the suggestion of making the racing- 
tax increase effective immediately. the 
chairman of the Maryland Racing Com- 
mission had promptly telephoned from 
Hagerstown his approval of this splendid 
idea. Throughout all this period of frenzied 
legislative activity there was only a single 
column. self-inspired. in the Washington 
press blasting the McKeldin Bite. Shirley 
Povich of the Washington Post and Times 
Herald suggested that the increased track 
share of the take would simply go to a 
small coterie of already wealthy turfmen 
through the increases which would be 
made in the big stakes, with 95 per cent of 
the small horse owners seeing nothing of 
the increased purses predicted.

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to the views of “interested persons” is thus 
left with the picture that the McKeldin 
Bite was placed into effect although (a) 
there was no clear and convincing showing 
that the tracks needed the extra 1 per cent 
tax that would go to them; (b) the budget- 
balancing basis on which the increased tax 
had been advanced by the state was re- 
moved prior to enactment; (c) there was 
no evidence of considered study of the 
need for 20 additional racing days or the 
effect the addition of such a large number 
of racing days would have on the racing 
affairs of a neighboring state; and (d) 
there certainly was no public health-and- 
safety emergency requiring the legislature 
to jump the gun on the governor’s proposal 
to make the “hike” effective only on July 

The public relations record outlined 
squares with the effects of the tax as 
shown in the table below, covering the 
completed 1956 spring meetings of the 
Maryland mile tracks:

These drops in attendance and handle 
at the Maryland tracks did not take place 
in a depression. The year had seen a 
record flow of corporate dividends. In 
fact, the week that Pimlico closed the 
Commerce Department was able to report 
that total personal incomes of Americans 
hit a new record high in April. due chiefly 
to rising wages of factory workers. 
Personal income during the 4 months of 
January through April was nearly $20 
billion higher than for the same months 
of 1955. These 2 indices are sufficient 
to show that the rise in individual incomes 
has been general. 

Nor can the drops in attendance and 
handle be attributed to weather. The 
Pimlico opening handle ($710.965) was 
the fourth-lowest handle of the Maryland 
spring season. despite ideal weather, At- 
tendance was less than 10.000—9.134. in 
the country’s 12th largest metropolitan 
area! 


Maryland’s Lessons 


What are the lessons to be drawn from 
the debacle of the McKeldin Bite? I think 
there are at least 3. 

First. let's face it. a 2 per cent increase 
in the racing tax is not a “slight” tax in- 
crease because the racing tax is paid again 
and again and again by the same people. 
It is a stiff increase because it can reduce 
the profit on a bet by as much as 50 per 


cent. 
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One example: On the closing day of 
Pimlico, $69,808 of a total win-only pool 
of $94.022 was bet on the Calumet entry 
of Princess Turia and Beyond. If the take 
had been 10 per cent, there would have 
been $14.812 ($94,022 less $9,402 plus 
$69.808) to divide among the bettors of 
the $69.808. This would have permitted a 
$2.40 return for winning tickets. The 2 
per cent added take left only $12,932 
($94.022 less $11.282 plus $69808) to 
divide among the winning bettors. permit- 
ting a return of just under 1-to-5. or only 
$2.20. 


In my own particular system of handi- 
capping. I try to win $20 a race. having 
found through long experience that the 
only time you can get in trouble at the race 
track is when you try to take home the 
grandstand. If a horse I like is 10-to-1. I 
need only bet $2. But the Calumet entry 
was 1]-to-10 (and should have been 1-to-50). 
So to win $20 I had to bet $200. That 
$200 bet returned a $20 profit. Without 
the added 2 per cent. however, the bet 
would have shown a profit of $40. In one 
race, therefore. the McKeldin Bite cost me 
$20 tax. I am not likely to forget it! 


These figures are submitted simply to 
dispel the twin popular misconceptions that 
(1) race-goers don’t figure and (2) that a 
2 per cent tax increase is a “slight” in- 
crease, Clearly, no track should ever in- 
crease its take by more than 1 per cent at 
a time, so that the gamble represented 
by the increase. in terms of possibly low- 
ered attendance and handle. can be 
comparatively safely evaluated. Any in- 
crease of whatever per cent should be 
made only when there is convincing and 
objectively established proof of need. 


The evils of increased pari-mutuel taxes 
must be laid bare and contested before 
they reach the legislature. As the course 
of events in the Maryland legislature so 
conclusively demonstrated. increased rac- 
ing taxes are not considered on their 
merits when they have reached the stage of 
legislative treatment. 

The State Racing Commission cannot 
alone be relied upon to bring out all 
pertinent considerations involved in_ in- 
creasing the take. There is an inevitable 
tendency on the part of all regulatory 
agencies to identify themselves with the 
interests of the regulated. Even assuming 
the capacity of entire objectivity for all 
state racing commissions. these men are 
political appointees. practically bound to 
consider their administration’s views on 
increased revenues for the state. quite 
apart from any effect those increased 
revenues may have on the industry they 
regulate. 


Relations Program Required 


I am sure there are many whose interests 
in racing are much greater than mine who 


will take the necessary steps to stem the 
tide of increased taxes that threaten to 
engulf racing. The handwriting is clear 
when attendance and handle decline in a 
period of record prosperity and record 
population increase. 

I will only suggest the obvious: the 
racing industry badly needs a_ national 
public-relations program controlled by no 
single segment of the industry and primar- 
ily responsible to the race-going public 
which picks up all the tax bills. A full- 
time representative working at nothing 
else on a national basis is required. One 
of the cardinal points of that public-rela- 
tions program should be to bring home to 
all politicians and the local press that a 
vote for a racing tax is not a vote against 
sin—it is a vote for sin, the sin of facilitat- 
ing. spreading. and making enormously 
profitable the illegal and vicious business 
of book-making.

Elementary Principles of Stamina 


I wish to congratulate you for your 
article “In Conclusion.” which appeared in 
the May 26 issue of The Blood-Horse. 
There is no doubt in my mind that “the 
traditional procedure in American races. . 
..to come boiling out of the gate and boil 
away until they run out of steam” is not 
only questionable. but it is contrary to the 
elementary principles of animal phy- 
If this interests you. you may 
find detailed information in several books 
of physiology like the textbook on  phy- 
siology by Best and Taylor. fifth edition. 
the Williams and Wilkins Company. Balti- 
more. Maryland. 1950. page 716. or other 


books like Muscular Activity, by A. V. 


siology. 


Hill. Williams and Wilkins. Baltimore. 
1926. 

Briefly. we know that the muscular 
activity of an animal depends on the 


breakdown of glycogen in his muscles 
with formation of lactic acid. During the 
period this lactic acid is re- 
synthesized to glycogen by the oxygen in- 
haled through the lungs. 


recovery 


Several years 
ago A. V. Hill and his associates showed 
that an athlete during a great muscular 
effort such as sprinting cannot possibly 
inhale more than a fraction of the oxygen 
required. In other words the body works 
its muscles but does not furnish them the 
total oxygen required for prolonging the 
muscular work: therefore. it goes into 
oxygen debt. The debt of oxygen means 
that the athlete will need a recevery 
period of rest during which the debt of 
oxygen may be paid. 

The fact that an athlete after a severe 
muscular exercise like a 100-vard dash 
is in a state of prostration is precisely due 
to his need of oxygen. During less strenu- 
ous exercise the athlete can preserve a 
balance between intake and consumption 
of oxygen so that the oxygen debt is small- 
er or even absent. In other words in light 
exercise the body “pays as it goes.” and no 
oxygen debt is contracted. This is called 
in physiology a steady state. 

When these principles are applied to 
prolonged muscular exercise. it is easy to 
realize that a trained athlete can sustain 
muscular exercise for an indefinite period, 
provided he does not go into a debt of 
oxygen. 

Here it is as it applies to horses: Let us 
assume that a horse can cover a quarter of 
a mile in 25 seconds. paying as it goes, 
that is. without incurring a debt of oxygen. 
Under strain the same herse will usually 
be able to cover a quarter of a mile in 22 
seconds. after which he will need a_re- 
covery period to pay the debt of oxygen 
which he has contracted. The sum of the 
fractional times in a hypothetical one-mile 
run will be 1 minute and 37 seconds. The 
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interesting part is that the same horse can 
cover the first quarter in 22 seconds. but 
then he won't be able to cover the remain- 
ing three-quarters in 25 seconds each, be- 
cause he has contracted in the first quarter 
a debt of oxygen that he cannot pay as he 
goes, 

You realize that these figures may vary. 
and that a horse can contract a smaller 
debt of oxygen even at a speed of 25 
seconds a quarter-mile. but the funda- 
mental fact and the well established phy- 
siological principle is that the maximum 
muscular work should be performed at the 
end of a prolonged muscular exercise. 
This principle has been known empirically 
to the English trainers and jockeys for 
several years. and they have traditionally 
reserved their horses for a late burst of 
speed. These physiological data simply 
give a scientific basis to their empiricism. 

I hope I have made myself clear. If not. 
I am sure you can find a better explana- 
tion in the above-mentioned books. which 
will certainly be available in the library 
at the University of Kentucky. 

There is no need to say that I have 
been following with interest your battle 
for long-distance running, though I am 
afraid that you are fighting a lost battle. 
The main concern of the race track execu- 
tives is apparently to get as many entries 
as possible so that the betting volume may 
be high. This is better accomplished by a 
short race in which confusion usually adds 


uncertainty to the race itself. I> was 
wondering if some long-sighted racing 
secretary would not like to try some 


conditional races. like for example, races 
for 2-year-old “offspring of stallions who 
have won at a distance of 115 miles or 
over” or also races at 115 miles for horses 
that have never won beyond a mile. Such 
type of race is sometimes used in Europe. 
and the Windsor Castle Stakes for 2-vear- 
olds at Royal Ascot is the first example 
that come to my mind. 

If long-distance racing cannot gain 
acceptance through the door maybe we can 
sneak it in through the window.

"It Would be a Sad Day" 


Congratulations on your excellent and 
refreshing article of the June 9 editien of 
The Blood-Horse, under the heading “The 
Once-a-week Plan.” It is hoped that you 
will keep pounding away at this in an 
attempt to develop route runners with 
some bottom to them. 

The wriier ‘.as never heard a preference 
expressed either by owners or racegoers for 
more five-and-a-half and six-furlong sprints 
rather than longer distances. Some owners 
and trainers do think that the races might 
not fill. due to the lack of route liorses, 
but this seems questionable. 

Horses like Tom Fool. one of the finest 
in many years, capable of running to his 
best form under high weights, either at 
routes or sprints. are the kind to bring the 
crowd to their toes in great drives to the 
wire. Stymie. Hill Prince. Assault. Cita- 
tion. and others. demonstrating their 
bottom and gameness over a distance. are 
the kind that prove up their bloodlines, 
demonstrating where the best breeding 
possibilties lie. What are we proving by 
endless strings of six-furlong sprints? 

Horsemen in various areas must run 
their horses in races the track writes. even 
though they may prefer more distance. 

In line with the scarcity of handicap 
performers these days, it would be interest- 
ing to see the results of a bona fide survey, 
made to determine whether or not many 
track surfaces or cushions are being 
reduced or hardened in what would seem 
to be an insane desire to break track 
records. for publicity purposes. to the great 
detriment of the horse. It seems that too 
many good horses go bad at an early age. 

More power to you in your drive to 
develop good horses for the benefit of the 
greatest sport of all. It would be a sad 
day for racing if the best interests of the 
horse and his bloodlines are ignored. by 
dangerous surfaces and too many sprints.

About Sassanid 


How about a little. about my sire 
Sassanid? His first foals of racing age 
number only 3. one filly and 2 colts. I 
own one—a gelding, Sassy Guy. All are 
late foals. as I took the horse off the track 
April 16. 1953. 

The filly (Joda’s Turn) is very fast. but 
was born with a crooked foot. so she may 
not do a good job. but the other 2 already 
have won....I feel sure now that Sassanid 
will prove to be a really good sire. He 
has the best blood lines possible (*Bah- 
ram—*Therm. by Hyperion). He has 8 
yearlings and 11 sucklings., and covered 
24 mares this season, so he will be heard 
from in the future.

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DOMINO, br., 1891-1897, by Himyar—Mannie Gray, by Enquirer. 


It is indeed remarkable that there are one or more crosses 
of Domino in the pedigrees of over 75% of the stakes winners 
in America in 1955, but even more remarkable when consid- 
ering the fact that Domino sired only 20 foals in his two sea- 
sons at stud, only two of which were sires of importance, 
and his best son Commando, got only 27 foals in his three 
full seasons at stud. 


Domino was bred by Major Barak G. Thomas and foaled 
across the road from his Dixiana Farm on land which he 
had rented and where Domino is now buried. He was by 
the marvelous speed horse Himyar (which on occasion carried 
his speed over distances up to two miles) out of Mannie 
Gray, an indifferent race mare which produced seven foals 
to race, six of them stakes winners. Domino was a deep 
brown whose coloring appeared to be black when wet with 
sweat thus earning him the title of “The Black Whirlwind” 
when he became the premier miler in the country. Thomas 
sold him as a yearling to J. R. Keene’s son Foxall who was 
smitten with the colt and the game of dominoes, and who 
merged the two under one name with a $3,000 bid in the 
Tattersall’s of New York yearling sale. 


Trained by William Lakeland, Domino was stood in the salt 
water behind his stables at Brighton Beach to strengthen 
the legs which gave him trouble throughout his career, Lake- 
land said he often observed blood running from the heel, 
where it is separated by the frog, during Domino’s 35-year-old 
campaign. He was undefeated at 2 in nine starts, including 
adead heat with Dobbins in a match race, earning $170,790, 
record sum for an American horse, and a 2-year-old record 
that stood until surpassed by Top Flight in 1931. Domino 
beat Henry of Navarre, his great rival, in the Withers at 3, 
then met his first defeat in the 14%-mile American Derby. 
Under Keene’s orders, jockey Fred Taral held Domino off 
the pace for the first mile, choking all the run out of him 
since he normally was a front runner; when turned loose, 
there was no run left, and Demino finished ninth and last. 
Back in New York, Domino won four straight, and then dead- 
heated with Henry of Navarre in a 1%&-mile match race. In

his final start of the year, he lost to Henry of Navarre, the 
same horse to defeat him on his final two starts the following 
year. In all, Domino started 25 times, won 17 and dead- 
heated twice. His earnings of $193,550 established a new 
American record which stood for 27 years until eclipsed by 
Man o’ War. 


Retired to stud in 1896, Domino was bred to 16 mares (13 
of which were imported) but got only six foals. He sired 
14 foals the following year, his last. Turned into his pad- 
dock in apparent good health the morning of July 29, 1897, 
Domino reared, fell, and was unable to rise. Two hours 
later with Maj. Daingerfield and six veterinarians hovering 
over him, Domino died of spinal mengitis. 


Domino probably would have led the American sire list with 
only 20 foals, (15 winners, seven of which won stakes) but 
Keene sent the most promising yearlings to England. His 
get included: Cap and Bells, a stakes winner in America at 2, 
and the only American-bred ever to win the English Oaks; 
Disguise, winner of the 1%4-mile Jockey Club S. in England 
over Triple Crown winner Diamond Jubilee; Noonday, stakes 
winning dam of five stakes winners including High Time; 
Pink Domino, dam of Sweep; Runaway Girl, stakes winning 
dam of five stakes winners ; Running Stream, stakes winning 
dam of three stakes winners and the unraced sire Ultimus; 
and the great Commando. 


Emma C., Commando’s dam, was a large, coarse mare which 
did not appeal to Keene after he had purchased her as a 
yearling and he gave her to Lakeland. The latter, when 
promised the only two outside seasons to Domino, sent her 
to Domino against the wishes of Keene (who vowed he would- 
not have “that coarse mare” on his farm) thus getting 
Domino’s greatest son. Commando was the leading : 2-year-old 
in the country, wen the Belmont at 3, won seven of nine 
starts, and became America’s leading sire in 1907. America’s 
foundation tail-male line of speed, this is the line of Colin, 
High Time, Peter Pan, Equipoise, Black Toney, Balladier, 
Blue Larkspur, ete.
